FIGHTING IS

While Battles Rage, Center of 
Hun Capital Has Gay

The principal speakers were Marshal Foch, Captain Tardieu, Secretary 
Lansing and Ambassador Sharp. 
Among the other prominent officials pres­ 
ent were General Pershing, Admiral Benson, Henry White, Colonel House and 
Ambassador Jusserand. 
Frenchmen led in the applause which greeted Foch's eulogy of American 
participation in the war. 
His toast to President Wilson and the American 
army was the occasion for a great outburst of cheering. His audience listened 
spellbound while he described how the Americans flung themselves into the 
fighting, ’’thanks to which the tide was turned.’’ 
Lansing declared that “no time is to be lost if we are to save the world 
from the despotism of anarchy as we saved it from the despotism of auto­ 
cracy; we ought—we must—make peace without delay.”

USE FOR FOREIGN 
TONGUES. 


As the country starts upon its ca­ 
reer of Americanization and of educa­ 
tion in the English language, there is 
one class of people whose value can­ 
not be overestimated.

English, but a foreign language as 
well, particularly German, and those 
Slavish tongues spoken by a great ma­ 
jority of our unskilled labor. 
It is possible to find people of this 
class in every locality, persons of 


rfuman hearts everywhere will beat 
in sympathy with the Short Men’s 
League of Brooklyn, N. Y., whose pur­ 
pose is to force the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company to put longer straps 
in its cars.

and

themselves to being bumped and cat­ 
apulted about at risk of life and limb. 
It is even worse with the wooden rods 
sometimes designed to take the place 
of straps. 
Perhaps the hest solution is found 
in a sarcastic suggestion made to a 
complaining citizen by the New York 
Public Service Commission: “Why not 
carry hooks on the style of those af­ 
fected by longshoremen or draymen?” 
Every passenger might carry his or 
her own hook, or a strap with a hook 
on the end, and grapple onto whatever 
offered a convenient hold for dangling. 
There would surely be a national mar­ 
ket for such a device.

HOUSING GROWING CHICKS 
Growing chicks should be provided 
with a house that will give them a 
place to stay in bad weather and at 
night. 
No particular style of house 
is recommended, but It should be so 
built that it will provide ample ven­ 
tilation, dryness, 
sunlight, 
freedom 
from drafts, and be ao arranged that 
it can he cleaned easily and fre­ 
quently. 
, 
The lumber from piano and dry­ 
goods boxes can be used in building 
such a house, and when covered with 
oridnary roofing paper so as to keep 
out the rain, will make desirable quar­ 
ters. It Is suggested that such houses 
be built on the colony plan, so that 
they can be moved from place to 
place, thus providing the chicks with 
ground to range over. Elevating such 
a house six inches above the ground 
will help to keep the floor dry, by 
means of the circulation of air. and 
such space will also provide shade for 
the chicks.

As we sit down to write this, Liberty Bonds are quoted on the market at 
94; and, in common with a lot of other folks, we have been curious to know 
why, with the war won, we should be offered only $94 for the government 
eeeurities we paid the full par price of $100 to get. 
A little Investigation brought the answer to light and, with Liberty Bonds 
already in our lockers and the final Liberty Loan for $5,000,000,000 looming 
before us, we make haste to tell you why they are good things to hang on to 
and to buy mote of, despite the low quotation on the market. 
The week before the armistice was signed on November 11th, the market 
price of theae bonds was 98. Some time before that they had been selling 
at 96. You’d naturally think that with the armistice Signed the price would 
go up from 98 instead of down to 94, especially after the Government an­ 
nounced that it would have to ask for oniy one more loan of $6,000,000,000 
now that the great world war is over, instead of the $9,000,000,000 it had 
planned to ask this year if the war had gone on. 
But history repeats itself in bond issues just as it does in everything 
else. 
United States six per cent hoods of the Civil War sold at 111 a couple 
weeks before Lee’s surrender. After he surrendered they dropped to 105. 
British consols, the record shows, went lower after Napoleon had been put 
out of business by the English at Waterloo. 
The answer to this strange performance seems to be the same on all 
occasions. 
It is simply this: 
AVhen a war it ended, a lot of people who loaded up on war bonds purely 
out of patriotism, and often on borrowed money, will, .with the spur of pa­ 
triotism removed, want to unload. They want the cash. lf they don’t need 
the cash they are foolish to sell their bonds. 
\ 
lf you sell your Liberty Bonds now, you lose. They wilt^go to par, un­ 
questionably; probably they will go far above it. Thousands of men got rich 
during the Civil War by buying all the bonds they could get at the low quo­ 
tation, and holding them until they went way up months after the war ended. 
Unless you are mighty hard pressed for cash, it is good business to hold tight 
to your Liberty Bonds. 
Even if you must have cash it would be better to put 
up your bonds as security and borrow the money, rather than sell the bonds 
themselves. 
In 1866 United State* bonds sold eight per cent above the low price they 
were quoted at immediately after peace was declared. After their decline 
in 1815 British consols sold at an advance of 11 per cent within the twelve­ 
month. Both thee# securities went far, far above that within a few years. 
We came pretty near getting scared about these Liberty Bonds ourselves, 
but we're not scared now, because we’ve got the facte; and we pass them 
along in the hope that they may clear up the situation for some of you Farm 
and Fireside folks.

The chief alien enemies are the 
house mouse and three kinds of rats. 
The introduced European hare is also 
proving injurious* in some localities. 
The natives are the more than 750 
kinds of rodents that inhabit this con­ 
tinent north of Mexico. 
Now, all of the 750 are, or may be­ 
come, depredators, though 
many of 
the mare only mildly and occasionally 
so. as is shown by the fact that to­ 
gether they accomplish only one and 
one-half times the damage caused by 
the four alien rodent pests- 
For the 
aliens are in practically every house, 
every barn, every mill, every elevator, 
every storehouse, over most of the 
country, while the natives run largely 
in the fields, ranges and woods. 
Native Rodents Bad, Too 
Some of our native rodents are very 
bad citizens—such as the prairie dog, 
the pocket gopher, the ground squirrel 
Even tba^ ancient rival of the Weath­ 
er Bureau, the groundhog, sometimes 
causes great damage, crunching corn 
like a litter of shoats or mowing down 
alfalfa or soy beans like a herd of 
steers. Against all these, unremitting 
warfare should be waged—unremit­ 
ting or at least such occasional war­ 
fare as is necessary to hold them in 
check. 
But the case is quite different as to 
certain other animals usually regard­ 
ed as 
destructive—the 
skunk, 
the 
weasel, the mink, the fox, and the 
badger. 
These are among the most 
potent natural agents, says the United 
States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
in preventing an undue increase 
in 


the species. 
They are also 
in many places very 
destructive 
to 
game and then destroyed as vermin. 
Natural Enemies That Help 
The natural enemies of the rodents 
may do a great deal toward protecting 
the farmer, but they cannot always, 
of course, do enough.

rodents as live in the open, but as a 
rule it cannot be employed in houses 
where people live or work. 
In such 
places the trap is the safest and most 
certain method of eradication and the 
“guillotine” type of trap is recom­ 
mended as the best. It may be set al­ 
most anywhere—behind furniture, be­ 
hind boards against the wall or at the 
entrance of rat holes. Rolled oats is 
recommended as usually the best bait, 
though if conditions are such that the 
rodents are likely to have a surfeit of 
grain, the best bait may sometimes be 
meat, fish, or cheese, or even pastry.
